During the interview: (a) no exhibit was shown nor any demonstration 
conducted; and (b) pending claims 11-13, 15-17, 26-28, and 31-38 of the Apphcation 
were discussed in relation to comments made by the Examiner in the Final Office Action 
mailed August 6, 2004. 

Examiner Lesperance indicated that the rejection of claims 11-13, 15-17, 26-28, 
31-35, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No.
